camouflage backpack and turquoise U^ydoU, 

But protecting the privacy of presidential chil- 
dren has always been difficult. 

Even ifWhite House photographers are no prob- 
lem for the Obamas, there stiU are the paparazzi to 
worry about, as illustrated by the beach “beefcake” 
photos of a shirtless president-elect taken during 
the Obama family vacation in Hawaii, 

Then there's any 4th grader with a cell phone 
camera and a Facebook page, 

“It is an exaggerated example of what parents 
face routinely when their kids are online,” said 
Carolyn Jabs, who writes a syndicated column 
called Growing Up Online, “For the Obama 
girls, that is a given that it will get out of hand.” 

Blogs already have critiqued what every mem- 
ber of the family wears, A bad hair day, schoolyard 
gossip or a manipulated photo can cause problems 
for any child.

Obama’s 

economic 

plan 

President-elect Obama 
declared the national 
economy was "bad and 
getting worse” Monday 
as he began crisis talks 
with congressional leaders 
on emergency action. He 
predicted lawmakers would 
approve hundreds of billions 
of dollars In new spending 
and tax cuts within two 
weeks of his taking office. 

"The economy is very 
sick,” Obama said before 
meeting with Senate 
Democratic Leader Harry 
Reid. "The situation is 
getting worse. ... We have 
to act and act now to break 
the momentum of this 
recession.” 

Obama’s proposal to 
stimulate the economy 
includes tax cuts of up to 
$300 billion, including $500 
tax cuts for most workers 
and $1,000 for couples, as 
well as more than 
$100 billion for businesses, 
an Obama transition 
official said. The total value 
of the tax cuts would be 
significantly higher than 
had been signaled earlier.

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Lawyers 
given time 
to indict 
governor

Federal prosecutors have been 
granted an extra three months— 
until April 7 — to seek an indict- 
ment of Gov Blagojevich. 

Prosecutors had sought the 
extension last week, citing 
the complexity of their inves- 
tigation of pay-to-play politics 
in the Blagojevich administra- 
tion. 

In making their case for the 
time extension, prosecutors had 
noted that “thousands of phone 
calls were intercepted between 
late October 2008 and early 
December 2008. 

In addition, multiple wit- 
nesses have come forward to 
discuss their knowledge of 
criminal activity in relation to 
the ongoing investigation” of the 
governor and John Harris, the 
governor’s former chief of staff 

Also Monday a federal 
judge set a short timetable for law- 
yers to review four secret record- 
ings made in the investigation. 

A decision on whether to turn 
over the recordings to the Illinois 
House special investigative com- 
mittee looking into impeaching 
Blagojevich could come as early 
as Thursday 



SENATE SAYS 
NO TO BURRIS

Roland Burris headed to Washington on Monday 
to claim Illinois’ disputed U.S. Senate seat, but 
he wasn’t welcomed with open arms. 

Secretary of the Senate Nancy Erickson 
rejected Burris’ certificate of appointment to 
the Senate as invalid, said Beth Provenzano, a 
spokeswoman for Erickson. Senate rules require 
that the certificate be signed both by the gover- 
nor and the secretary of state. 

Gov Blagojevich, who faces criminal charges 
alleging he tried to sell the Senate seat vacated 
by President-elect Obama, has the sole author- 
ity to appoint a replacement. 

But Senate Democratic leaders and others 


have opposed his appointment last week of 
Burris, a former state comptroller and attorney 
general, on grounds that the governor’s actions 
are tainted by the criminal charges. 

Burris talked to reporters at Midway before 
his flight. He repeated his insistence that he is 
the state’s junior U.S. senator and expects to be 
granted his seat in Washington on Tuesday 

“No, I’m not bothered by {the rejection] be- 
cause the appointment is legal. Why don’t you 
all understand that what has been done here 
is legal?” he said. “That’s legal, I am the junior 
senator from Illinois and I wish my colleagues in 
the press would recognize that. All the drama, I 
guess it keeps you all in a job.” 


CTA derailment impacts rush 

A CTA train derailed in the rail yard behind 
the Howard Red Line station Monday 
morning, temporarily shutting down Yellow 
Line service and a portion of the southbound 
Red Line. CTA spokeswoman Catherine 
Hosinski said no customers were aboard the 
train at the time. 

Gang member arrested 

A high-ranking Chicago-area gang 
member was arrested in Mexico, the FBI 
said Monday. Vicente Garcia, 30, was 
arrested in late December in Tamazula and 
is awaiting extradition to Chicago, the FBI 
said. Garcia is alleged to be the supreme 
regional officer for the Chicago faction 
of the Latin Kings. 

Prosecutor: Man acted as 
lookout in Metra cop slaying 

A 20-year-old Gary man was charged with 
first-degree murder Monday in connection 
with the shooting death of a Metra police 
officer in Harvey in 2006. Prosecutors said 
Jeremy Lloyd acted as a lookout while 
an accomplice approached Metra officer 
Thomas Cook, 43, of Dyer, Ind., and shot him 
twice in the head. 

1 killed in South Side shooting 

One man was killed and another wounded 
Sunday as they walked in Burnside, police 
said. Xavier Lawrence, 20, was killed. The 
second victim, an unidentified 20-year-old 
man, was shot in the thigh. The men were 
walking in the 9200 block of South Dobson 
Avenue when an unidentified man opened 
fire, police said. 

Pizzeria owner stabbed 

The owner of a South Loop pizzeria was 
stabbed Monday morning, reportedly in 
the alley behind his restaurant. The owner 
apparently was attacked as he was taking 
out the trash behind Big Daddy’s Pizzeria, 
2137 S. State St., police said.

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Apple’s Jobs explains 
health, will stay CEO 


Apple founder Steve Jobs, a survivor of 
pancreatic cancer whose gaunt appearance 
in the past year has alarmed the Mac and 
iPod lovers who look to him as an oracle, 
said Monday he has an easily treated hor- 
mone imbalance and will remain in charge 
of the company 

In a public letter. Jobs, 53, said his 
thinness had been a mystery even to him 
and his doctors until a few weeks ago, when 
“sophisticated blood tests” confirmed that 
he has “a hormone imbalance that has 


been ‘robbing’ me of the proteins my body 
needs to be healthy” 

“The remedy for this nutritional problem 
is relatively simple and straightforward, and 
IVe already begun treatment,” he wrote. 
Worries about Jobs intensified after 
Apple said in December that he would 
not make his annual keynote address 
Tuesday at the Macworld conference in 
San Francisco, 

Apple said Jobs would not take the stage 
because this year will mark the company’s 


last appearance at the show, which is run 
by a separate company, Phil Schiller, an 
Apple marketing executive, will give the 
company’s presentation instead. 

But after Apple’s official statements 
didn’t quell the discussion of Jobs’ health, 
the CEO said he released his letter Monday 
“so that we can all relax and enjoy the show 
tomorrow” 

He closed it by saying: “So now I’ve said 
more than I wanted to say, and all that I am 
going to say, about this,”

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The Cubs new 
game changer? 

Milton Bradley comes on board for $30 million over three years

The Cubs and free agent Milton Bradley reached a preliminary agreement 
Monday on a $30 million, three-year contract, according to a person familiar 
with the negotiations. 

The deal is subject to a physical scheduled for Thursday, the person said, 
speaking on condition of anonymity because the deal had not been finalized. 

Adding Bradley was one of the top priorities this off-season for the Cubs, 
who got swept out of the playoffs for the second straight year after a lineup 
loaded with right-handers struggled against the L.A. Dodgers. 


CUBS MOVES 

Change has come to the Cubs after 
they were swept in the first round of the 
playoffs. Here are some of the team’s 
moves. 

» Traded Mark DeRosa to Cleveland for 
three pitching prospects. 

» Signed Aaron Miles to a two-year, 

$4.9 million deal. 

» Signed free-agent outfielder Joey 
Gathright to a one-year, $800,000 deal. 
» Let Kerry Wood leave as a free agent. 


A switch-hitter, Bradley batted .321 with 22 
homers for Texas while leading the American 
League with a .436 on-base percentage. He 
made the All-Star team while serving primar- 
ily as a designated hitter. 

In Chicago, he’ll fill the Cubs’ need for a left- 
handed bat in the middle of the order and will 
be used mostly in right field even though he 
has played 100 games in the field just once —in 
2004 with the Dodgers. The Cubs likely will 
spell him with Kosuke Fukudome, who also 
will platoon with Reed Johnson in center. 


Fukudome was in right field last season. 

Cubs General Manager Jim Hendry 
declined comment. 

The Cubs led the National League with 
855 runs during the regular season before 
the Dodgers outscored them 20-6 in the 
playoffs. It was no secret the Cubs wanted 
to balance their batting order, and Bradley 
should complement right-handed sluggers 
such as Alfonso Soriano, Derrek Lee and 
Aramis Ramirez. 

The agreement with Bradley came after the 


Cubs dealt versatile Mark DeRosa, a right- 
handed hitter, to Cleveland on Wednesday 
after an agreement to sign switch-hitter 
Aaron Miles. 

Now they’ve added Bradley to the 
mix, hoping he can help them advance 
in the postseason and, ultimately, win 
their first championship since 1908. 

But they’re taking a calculated gamble. 

The Cubs will be the seventh team for 
Bradley, who has a history of behavioral 
issues. 


Big, bad and Bradley 


Milton Bradley has had his fair share of controversy. 
Here’s a look at some of his not-so-shining moments. 


JUNE 2008 

Bradley stormed up four flights of Kauffman 
Stadium stairs looking for Royals TV announcer 
Ryan Lefebvre, who had made what Bradley 
considered negative comments about him. 
Bradley never made it to Lefebvre. Rangers GM 
Jon Daniels interceded and the two went back to 
the clubhouse. “I came in to watch my at-bat on 
the video and all of a sudden I heard my name,” 
Bradley said at the time. “It was a spiel like five 
minutes out of the blue about me. I was upset 
and was going to introduce myself ... and tell him 
the stuff you’re talking about is uncalled for.” 


SEPTEMBER 2007 

With San Diego in the 
pennant chase, he tore the 
ACL in his right knee when he 
was spun to the ground by 
Padres manager Bud Black, 
who was trying to keep him 
from umpire Mike Winters. 
Bradley claimed he was 
baited by Winters, who was 
suspended the final five days 
of the regular season and 
didn’t work the postseason. 


SEPTEMBER 

2004 

He slammed a 
plastic bottle at 
the feet of a fan 
in the right-field 
seats at Dodger 
Stadium after 
someone threw 
it on the field, 
drawing a five- 
game suspension. 


JUNE 2004 

Bradley was suspended 
four games after he 
threw a tantrum after 
being ejected for arguing 
balls and strikes with 
the home-plate umpire. 
As he was leaving the 
field, Bradley grabbed 
a ball bag and tossed 
baseballs onto the field. 
He also threw a ball to 
the warning track.

Tribune Co. may be close to Cubs sale 


Chicago Tribune 

Tribune Co., owner of the Chicago Cubs, is 
close to selecting a winning bid for the team 
from three finalists, according to people 
familiar with the sales talks. 

Tribune has been evaluating bids since 
the beginning of December and could 
make a decision within a week to 10 days, 
sources said. But one source cautioned that 
the process of narrowing the auction to one 
bidder still could be derailed, and Tribune 
Co. could pull the team and its landmark 
stadium off the market. 


A Tribune Co. spokesman declined to 
comment Monday night. 

Once the winning bid is chosen, the deal 
is far from completion. Tribune Co. plans 
to enter into negotiations with the prospec- 
tive buyer to work out a sales transaction. 
Tight credit markets make it more difficult 
to obtain loans to finance a transaction that 
could approach $i billion. 

Three prospective buyers made offers 
for the franchise at the end of November: 
Chicago real-estate investor Hersch Klaff; 
the Ricketts family, founders of online 


brokerage TD Ameritrade Holding Corp.; 
and a group led by Marc Utay a New York 
private-equity investor who grew up in 
Chicago. 

If the winning bidder is able to finalize a 
contract with Tribune Co., the buyer must 
be approved by three-quarters of baseball 
owners. It also is possible a bankruptcy- 
court judge will have a say in the process 
after Tribune Co. filed for Chapter ii on 
Dec. 8 . The Cubs are not included in the 
filing, but the sale would generate proceeds 
for debt holders.

Halevy predicts suspension training will 
continue to catch on. While many pro sports 
teams and fighters use suspension trainers, 
such as the TRX, regular people are working 
out with them, he says. (Locally, Red Eye 
knows Crunch gyms have classes.) 

A suspension trainer essentially is a pair 
of straps with handles that you attach to 
any overhead point, such as a beam, tree

Health clubs cut fees 
for January boost

January is for fitness centers what 
December is for retailers: a bad month 
makes for a bad year. 

And with people spending less and less 
likely to overindulge, some in the fitness 
business are working harder to make sure 
they don’t find themselves on the ropes. 

“We’re all kind of holding our breath,” says 
Ben Quist, co-owner of Form & Fitness in 
Grafton, Wis. He said his club hasn’t seen a 
decline in memberships, but he’s a little ner- 
vous. A third of the club’s annual revenue is 
from new memberships in January he said. 

“'You never take anything for granted,” 
Quist said. “These next three months, I 
need to take in a handsome chunk of our 
revenue.” 

Historically, January is the single biggest 
month for new membership enrollment at 
health clubs, according to the International 
Health, Racquet & Sportsclub Association. 
Many fitness centers introduce some of their 
best deals, hoping to entice new members. 

The number of gym memberships 
dropped 3 percent to 41.5 million between 
2006 and 2007, according to the associa- 
tion. At the same time, the number of fit- 
ness centers is increasing. 

There were 29,636 commercial fitness 
centers in 2007, up from 29,357 2006, 

according to the association. And in most 
big metropolitan markets, every commer- 
cial fitness facility has 10 to 25 competitive 
fitness operations within its prime target 
area, the association reports. 

Health club memberships tend to skew 
toward those earning $50,000 or more, 
who are not the hardest hit by the economy, 
according to David Lockwood, director of 
research at Mintel, a market research firm. 

But almost all consumers are cutting 
spending across the board, and for people 
with lower incomes, a gym very likely is a 
first cut, he said. 

In part because of the economy. Curves 
International deepened its discount for new 
members, said spokeswoman Kathy Carr. 

Equinox Fitness Clubs, with locations 
in Chicago and other cities, are offering 50 
percent off the initiation fee. Plus, if new 
members work out 36 times in the first three 
months they get the initiation fee back.
